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TYPES OF DEGENERATION.

Some Plain Observations Concerning a
Vory Corrupt Creature, and Also Con*
cerning Degeneration in General.

From the New York Sun,

The complete exposure and the
prompt apprehension of Oscar Wilde
will have the valuable result of re-
moving an odlous creature from the
view and the thought of the public.
After o little he will disappear and be
forgotten, and with him will Eo the
particular school of moral perversion
of which he posed as the valn and
shameless leader. The proper place for
him Is a lunatic asylum, to which he
should be confined permanently; for the
manifestations of Intellectual nnd
moral digsease and abnormality in him
have been constant and unmistakable
ever glnce he began to glory in thelr
public exhibition twenty years ago. The
type of his malady Is acourately de-
fined In medical literature, and the
symptoms of it as dlsplayed In his
case do not vary from those by which
It I8 usually recognized by allenlsts. He
ought to be sequestrated from soclety
like an incurable leper,

Undoubtedly he Is a man of some 1it-
erary cleverness and artistlc percep-
tlon, and It has been only by means of
such abllitles that he has made him-
self tolerated by the public. The plays
which he has been writing of late years
have proved that les possesses these
quillties to a degree Unsuspected when
he first courted public attention in the
wulse of o sllly coxcomb posing as n
languishing aesthete in whom every at-
tribute of normal manliness was lack-
ing. They show that he has facility
enough In dramatic construction and in
the art of producing a fairly dramatle
situatlon to turn out plays that even
the tawdriness and viclousness of the
sentiments with which his impertinence
charges them do not prevent from be-
coming successful in English and
American theaters of the best eoluss.
The subtle moral poison he sceks to
inject Into them, with the crafty per-
alstence of a mind so perverted, ls
wholly Innocuous so far as concerns
normal belnge. They listen to his se-
riously Intended provocations to vice as
merely the absurdities of fantastic bur-
lesque, Only those already corrupted
are capable of understanding or of even
suspecting thelr destructive purpose,
unlegs they be epeclal students of the
protean forma In which mental and
moral degeneration exihibits Itself,

Other Types of Deterloration,

This deterforation Is not Inconsistent
with the possesslon of a high degree of
intellectual brilllancy, of the super-
ficinl sort more especlally, nnd It fre-
quently accompanles the reflnement car-
ried to an extreme, of which we have so
many examples at the present time.
People who imaginethemselves superior
to thelr fellows In sensitive perception
and requirement, so that they turn
away from them revolted by healthy
expresslona of human nature, are really
the vietims of this decay. They are
morbid and hysterical, and not of the
finer and deeper and more exalted qual-
Ity of mind and emotion by which they
flatter themselves they are distin-
gulshed, Very much of the Impulse
which nowadays is looked upon as re-
formation comes from that morbld and
degenerated source. It has ita orlgin in
o diseased dlscontent with conditiong
and passlons and ambitions which are
inseparable from soclal health and In-
dicative of normal human nature. The
natural instincots and the rugged virtues
of the people; the invigorating spirit
and the hearty sentiment necessary for
the preservation of strength of the race,
are tréated as the evidencea of an In-
ferlority of development. Patrlotlam is
derided as unreasonable affectlon and
impulse. Partisanship, or the eenti-
ment which binds together kinshlp and
friendship, and brings men Into loyal,
religlous and political assoclation In
great.masses, 18 denounced as a viclous
Instinet to be eradicated. The flag of
the country and the symbhols of party
unlon are hated and ridiculed.

All this Is & symptom of degeneration
In minds deluded with a notlon that
they are of an exalted superiority be-
fore which the rest of mankind should
bow. It is indicative of moral and in-
telleetunl deformity; of varlation from
the rule upon which depends the per-
petuation of the race In samity and
vigor, .Oscar Wilde s an extreme and
abominable example of the pervarting
‘possibllities of a type of degeneration
which must be resisted by all the un-
contaminated moral and mormal infiu-

The temperaure at which bread is
both ralsed and baked 18 of the great-
est Importance In producing the perfect
loaf. Dr. Woods, of the Connecticut

Ixperiment statlon, places the proper
ralsing temperature at from 80 to 85
degrees Fahrenhelt, and the baking
temperature at from 400 to 00 degrees.
In a late paper on bread making he
cautlons the housewile agalnst cooling
the lovea of bread too rapldly afler
taking them from the oven. “Much of
the souring of bread,” he adds, “is
doubtleas due to lack of eare during
cooling, Owlng to the high-water con-
tents, and the larger amounts of nitro-
genous substances and sugar which
bread contains, it ls, especially while
warm, u good soll for development of
various kinds of molds and bacteria.
A loar of bread hot from the oven,
taken Into a4 poorly-ventllated room
crowded with people, will become sour
In the course of two or three hours,”

Dr. Thomas 8, Dlair, of Harrisburg,
advances In the Medleal News the sen-

Drop o fw drops of gly-
corine into the ear at night, The next
morning syringe the ear very slowly am
gently with Jukewarm water. This will

The best complexion remedy Is wator—
plus 4 washrag and goap, vigorously ap-
pled from hend to foot once every day of
one's life. Elther at nlght on going to bed
or upon risiog In the morning 18 the best
time to bathe, Uses hot, warm or cold
water as may be the most ngreenble.

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VALUE OF PASSPORTS.

f You Intend to Travel in Europe You'd
Better Get One.
From the Chicago Herald,

1t ls surprising how few people in
this country who have money enough
to go abroad know the significance of
a passport and the conditions under
which pussports are {gsued, Since Mr,
Gresham became secretary of state 21.-
3256 passports have been lssued from his
office alone, mot to mention several
thousands granted by ambassadors and
ministers of this country abroad. More
than 10 per cent. of the applicatlons
made to the secretary of state have
been returned because they are not
in the proper form or becauss some
fmportant detail has been omitted.
Passports are Issucd only [to United
States cltizens, and citizenship must be
proved under oath., The age, place of
birth, occupation and légal residence
must be glven, and the applicant must
swear that he will return to the United
States and perform the dutles of a
citizen. The oath of alleglance to the
United Stntes must be taken and a
full description of the eyes, nose, chin,
halr, mouth and complexjon of the ap-
plicant furnished. A woman's pass-
port may include her minor children
and servants, and a man's may Include
his wife, minor chlldren and servants,
provided thelr names and ages are
glven.

A great many people who want pass-
ports go to attorneye and pay from $3
to 36 for their application, Jgnorant
apparently of the fact that the secre-
tary of state will supply the blanks
free of charge. One lawyer In Hoston
has his own printed form and sends
hundreds of applications to Washington
for which he has charged a fee. It la
estimated that 66 pen cent. of the
- who go abroad take no pass-

ports. Women travellng alone always
take them, and, in fact, the women
are the best customers of the pass-
port division, In some forelgn coun-
tries pnasports are not required. They
are neceasary, however, for the Turkish
dominions, Including Egypt and Pales-
tine, and must be certified by a Turk-
ish consular officer In New York or
elsewhere before entering Turklsh juris-
dietion, Persons travellng with Unlted
Htutes passports deslrous of entering
Alsace-Lorralne from France must
have thelr passports vised by the em-
basgy of Germany at Paris. In many
of the larger cltles of Germany pass-
ports are required of all forelgners who
tike up even a short resldence there,
